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VALEDICTORY  SPEECH 

Mr.  Ditchburn,  Honoured  Guests,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and  fellow  students.  The  time  has  come  once  again  to  continue  the  tradition 
of  the  Valedictory  address.  Traditionally  a  long-time  student  was  marked  academic  prowess  makes  the  valedictory  speech,  but  this  year, 
things  have  improved.  A  student  of  moderate  academic  status  and  whose  behaviour  has  raised  a  few  eyebrows  will  have  the  honor  of 
being  the  valedictorian.  Good  morning,  my  name  is  llias  Mylonas.  I  will  be  this  year's  valedictorian. 

As  most  people  know,  I  have  attended  S.T.S  for  2  years.  The  real  truth  is  that  the  result  of  the  valedictorian's  ballot  was  actually 
a  prank  to  stun  and  surprise  the  teachers  and  the  headmaster.

He  spent  sleepless  nights  trying  to  find  a  solution  to  my  education  crisis.  Then  one  day,  he  came  back  from  the  doctor  with  news 
of  a  lower  cholesterol  level  and  of  the  discovery  of  a  highly  prestigious  private  school:  S.T.S.  His  doctor  informed  him  of  most  of  the 
details  of  the  school.

Going  back  to  my  education  crisis,  one  could  say  that  Ernest  Manning  was  an  entertaining  place  to  be.  Rules  couid  be  easily  broken, 
McDonalds  and  other  5  star  restaurants  were  readily  accessible,  and  the  student  to  teacher  ratio  made  my  academic  anonymity  a  certainty. 

On  Sept.  4,  1988,  I  donned  the  full  dress  uniform  for  the  first  time.  What  a  far  cry  from  the  "grubs"  I  could  wear  on  a  daily  basis 
at  Ernest  Manning.  I  arrived  at  the  school  with  a  queasy  stomach  after  the  bus  ride.  My  previous  experience  with  buses  had  been  limited 
to  rural  Greek  buses  designed  in  the  1 920's.  Regrettably,  Cardinal's  finest  have  a  long  way  to  go  in  reaching  the  comfort  level  of  those 
Golden  Oldies  I  rode  in  Greece. 

I  was  immediately  struck  by  the  academic  expections  of  the  school  and  by  the  small  pupil-teacher  ratio.  I  had  expected  to  find  many 
rules  in  place,  but  I  had  not  expected  that  I  would  have  to  follow  them.  I  quickly  learned,  however,  the  meaning  of  the  word  "conse- 
quences." One  day,  for  example,  I  decided  to  try  life  on  the  wild  side  and  wore  white  socks  to  school.  For  this  act  of  rebellion  I  was 
asked  to  re-tape  all  the  grips  on  the  equipment  in  the  weight  room.  I  discovered  too  that  there  were  definite  consequences  in  making 
ribald  comments  to  the  girls.

There  is  a  notable  difference  in  a  school  to  which  parents  pay  tutition  fees.  There  is  a  demand  made  on  the  student  to  succeed  and 
that  he  must  be  deserving  of  the  financial  investment  made. 

I  have  been  impressed  during  my  2  years  here  by  the  quality  of  teaching,  by  the  extra  help  which  is  available  (even  though  I  didn't 
always  take  advantage  of  it)  -  right  Mr.  Koning? 

The  Greeks  have  the  ability  to  express  in  one  word  an  idea  that  takes  many  words  in  English. 

An  example  of  this  is  the  summation  of  what  I  believe  I  have  gained  by  attending  S.T.S.  this  word  is  "AV  POTTIA".  It  means  basically 
the  gaining  of  a  more  humane  unselfish  and  confident  attitude  towards  the  world. 

In  any  event  I'd  like  to  bring  this  speech  along  with  my  final  school  year  to  an  end  with  one  thought  in  mind.  If  you  walk  in  front 
of  me,  you  cannot  see  me;  If  you  walk  behind  me;  I  cannot  see  you;  but  walk  beside  me  like  a  friend.
